was Bt her instigation, with his powerful 
support, that a movement in this direc- 
tion was begun. A building fund was 
raised, a site obtained from the city for 
the structure, and by the end of the 
year 189!) the new edifice was ready for 
the intended service. 


It is the object of Mrs. Stevenson to de- 


velop the popular interest in archaeology 
and to make Americans ambitious of con- 
ducting excavations which shall give our 
country a rank with other nations in this 
respect. To her influence are attributed 
the large collections that were obtained 
for Philadelphia from the Kile valley 
through co-operation with the Egypt ex- 
ploration fund, the Egyptian research ac- 
count and Mr. W. M. Flanders-Petrie, 
all of which acquisitions were classified, 
catalogued, labeled and scientifically dis- 
played by Mrs. Stevenson herself. By 
the efforts of the American Exploration 
society, which she helped to organize, as- 
sociated with Dr. Pepper, a superb col- 
lection was received from tombs which 
fully illustrates the ancient Etruscan civ- 
ilization. In. 1897 she was sent to Rome 
ou a special archaeological mission and 
to Egypt in 1898 for corresponding work. 
In recognition of her scientific attain- 
ments the University of Pennsylvania 
conferred upon Mrs. Stevenson the hon- 
orary degree of Sc. D., the first bestowed 
by that institution upon a woman. She 
is a member of many learned societies 
and the author of several books on archce- 
ological subjects. She is the only woman 
member of the department of archaeology 
in the University of Pennsylvania, while 
added to her duties as secretary of the 
board she has charge of the Egyptian and 
Mediterranein section, one of the four 
principal groups allied to that order. Mrs. 
Stevenson was born nnd educated in Par- 
is. From 18G2 to 1807 she resided in 
Mexico.—New York Mail and Express.

Ada C. Sweet in Woman's Home Com-

third, and greatest of all, reverence for 
all below us, especially those in poverty, 
suffering and humiliation. This last les- 
son Goethe pointed out to us as made 
clear and illustrated by the life of the 
founder of Christianity.

high nnd unselfish ideals.

Rhubarb and Horse Radial*. 


There are two articles on the food list 


that do not receive the attention they de- 
serve as spring medicines. 
They are 


horse radish and rhubarb. Horse radish 
quickens the sluggish blood and makes 
one positively frisky. Rhubarb is whole- 
some and cleansing to the system and is 
usually prepared as sauce or in pie form. 
A delicious way to serve it is to stew 
the required amount with sugar and a 
flavoring of lemon peel. Line the bottom 
of a charlotte mold with bread cut to the 
exact shape and the sides with lady 
fingers, all dipped in melted butter. Fill 
tho center with stewed rhubarb, which 
should be tery moist, cover and bake 
for an hour. Turn out and servo with 
custard sauce. 


Another rhubarb dainty is made by 


combining this wholesome garden product 
with oranges. Peel and remove the white 
pith" from a dozen large oranges, cut 
them into slices and discard all seeds. 
Add the thinly peeled yellow rind of half 
the oranges, three pounds of granulated 
sugar and two quarts of finely cut rhu- 
barb. Cook gently for about three-quar- 
ters of an hour, stirring almost constant- 
ly. Remove the scum as it rises. Pour 
into jelly tumblers when done and seal 
when cold. This is an improvement on 
plain orange marmalade.—Betty Brndeen 
in Boston Traveler.

In the arsenic factories in Salzburg it 


Is stated that workmen who are not ar- 
Fonic caters soon succumb to the fumes. 
The manager of one of theso works in- 
formed Mr. Iloisch that he had boon 
medically advised to eat arsenic before 
taking up his position. lie considered 
that no one should begin the practice be- 
fore 12 years old nor after 30 and thnt in 
any case aftoi 50 years of age the daily 
dose should be gradually reduced, since 
otherwise sudden death would ensue. If 
a confirmed arsenic eater suddenly at- 
tempts to do altogether without the drug, 
he immediately succumbs to the effects of 
arsenic poisoning. The only way to ob- 
viate this Is gradnnlly to acclimatize tho 
system by reducing the dose from day to 
dny. As further evidence of the cumula- 
tive properties of arsenic, it is interesting I 
to note that when tbo graveyards in up- 
per Styria aio opened the bodies of the 
arsenic enter" ran be distinguished by 
their almost perfect state of preservation, 
duo to tho giinitially accumulated arsenic.

THEY WORSHIP FLOWERS. 


m Japan the Stndy of Bloomtva* 


Plant* I» * Life 'Work. 


In Japan the arrangement of flowers 
s pursued as an art, being profoundly 
tudied by men of rank—philosophers 
nd priests, besides learned and liter-! 
ry men—and ladies of the aristocracy 
are allowed to practice the art as be- 
ng likely to inspire such estimable 
virtues as gentleness, self denial, for-1 
getfulncss of care and spirituality. A 
ifetlme 5s Indeed not too long for the 
apanese, either man or woman, to de- 
vote to an understanding of the subtle 
meaning conveyed by flowers and the 
igorous rules necessary to observe in 
producing with them the best artistic 
esults. 
In Japan the peony, although ac- 


knowledged to be the royal flower of 
China, is still the favorite of the upper 
:lasses. It Is given on occasions of 
mportance the position of honor on 
he dais in the principal recess—never 
s it placed in the center of the room 
nor on a shelf—and no other flower is 
allowed to come near Its royal pres- 
ence. Sometimes art dictates that two 
black twigs shall be grouped behind 
t, the thought being to enhance by 
contrast its abundant life and beauty. 
The lotus flower is also conceded to 
have royal national rank and is called 
the king of Indian flowers. 


On festive days the Japanese never 


use it, as they associate it entirely 
with the spirit of the dead. The royal1 
flower of Japan, of course, is the cher- 
ry blossom. The idea of floral rank is 
one to which the Japanese are very 
sensitive, and the established laws of 
precedence must be closely adhered to 
u the arrangement of their flowers. 
To an American it seems perhaps in- 
explicable that they should have plac- 
ed the purple wistaria high above the 
white, which they mostly exclude from 
their compositions. 


Inses stand very high in rank, but 


are regarded as difficult of arrange- 
ment, and therefore the most arbitrary 
rules have been evolved for their (£>m- 
position. "With a single large flower 
nit 3 leaves are allowed, with 2 flowers 
f or 15 leaves are used, S flowers are 
given 13 leaves, and 5 flowers are fur- 
nished with 11 leaves. 


So deftly are thoughts conveyed ty 


the arrangement of flowers in Japan 
that often verbal messages are -tin- 
necessary. In November the coquette 
sends to her lover a leaf or branch of 
maple. "Like it," he translates, "her 
love has changed." 


On farewell occasions those called 


"returning flowers," because they 
bloom twice a year, are used to subtly 
express the hope of a safe return. 
Before people that are ill blossoms ol 
a sturdy, vigorous growth are placed 
that health and strength may be sug- 
gested. 
Only very gay flowers are 


strewn in profusion wlieu supplications 
are made for those in nfillction. Pray 
ers for rain are accompanied by large 
floral pieces so arranged as to point 
from right to left that the cast wind 
bringing rain may be honored, and 
very naturally the reverse order, typ- 
ifying the west wind, is employed when 
fair weather is desired. 


Border of the thin mist, shades of the 


evening sun, waves in the morning 
sun, companion of the moon, snow on 
the leaf of the bamboo, moon's halo, 
spray capped wave, starlit night, bea- 
con light, the sky at dawn, first snow, 
and golden dew are among the many 
imaginative nnd pretty names the 
Japanese bestow on their chrysanthe- 
mums, those flowers winch appeal so 
strongly to their poetic natures. 
In 


tho arrangement of them they are very 
careful and guaid against seven faults 
—their stems innst not be of the same 
length, a single blossom must not turn 
its back nor present its full face; three 
flowers must not appear to form a 
triangle; they must not be hidden by 
leaves, nor must they be arranged in 
the way of steps an open, full blossom 
should never bo placed at the base of 
tho composition, and one odd one 
pliould not fall between two other's 
alike In color.—Kansas City Star.

Train Wrecked In Tunnel. 


Roanoke, Va., May 15.—News has 


reached here of an accident near 
Shawsville, on the line of the, Norfolk 
and Western railroad, about 20 miles 
west of Roanoke, about 6 o'clock last 
evening. As a result of it four men are 
dead, one cannot live and two more are 
said to be buried under a mass of stone 
and dirt.
